YE TO BE INSECURE AND A 
TEMPTATION TO CRACKSMEN. 


A TEST MADE BY AN AMATEUR. 


he Alliance Members of the House Meet 
and Givé Consideration to. the Sub- 
Treasury Bill—An- Opinion.

S Eedeed, it would be the simplest thing in the 
gorld for a cracksman to enter them in a few 
inutes. 
w This discovery was made a day or two aZ0, 
and when the burglars read this they will 
kick themselves for not having attempted a 
few hundred million. 

A professional burglar could easily have 
entered the vaults and gotten all he wanted, 
had one only imagined they were easy of ac- 
cess. : 
When Treasurer Huston came into office he 
réceipted for $771,000,000 from his predecessor. 
At present $160,000,000 of gold and silver is 
in cne vault; over $10,000,000 of silver in 
another, 2nd $250,000,000 of paper ina third. 

Treasurer Huston, a few days ago, conceived 
the idea that these vaults were insecure. He, 
therefore, secured the services of an amateur 
cracksman, that isazaan familiar with the 
methods of burglars;to try the paper money 
vault, in which $250,000,000 of paper are 
stored. In just seventecn seconds this man 
had made a hole in the vault, and in sixteen 
minutes he had made an opening large enough 
to admit his body ; sew 
- This discovery created a genuine stir in the 
department, and a scare message was sent to 
the house appropriations committee. A bill 
was immediatety prepared authorizing the 
construction of new vaults. 

THE NEWS GETS OUT. 

The treasury officials are in a great flurry 
becanse the news of the insecurity of the vaults 
has gotten out. They had kept it a profound 
secret, and Treasurer Houston had sent a 
strictly private message to the house appropri- 
ations committee. Tonight there is a very 
gtrong guard around the treasury vaults, and 
extra guards are placed throughout the build- 
ing. ‘Treasurer Houston has asked for an ap- 
propriation of $300,000 to strengthen the vaults, 
and is uch exercised because the appropria- 
tions committee is going slow in reporting a 
bill for this purpose. It will, however, be 
rushed through the house ina few days. The 
present doors to the yault are of iron of a poor 
quality, made years ago. The idea now is to 
make everything of hard steel that cannot be 
pierced by the tools of cracksmen. 

THE ALLIANCE MEETING. 

The national legislative alliance committee, 
composed of about a score of members of can- 
gress, met privately in a room on Ninth street 
tenight to discuss alliance measures before 
congress. Among the mombers present were 
Mr. Turpin, of Alabama; Colonel Clark Lewis, 
of Mississippi; Messrs. Morgan, of Mississippi ; 
McClammy, of North Carolina; Featherstone, 
of Arkansas, and Bullock, of Florida. 

The principal matte, discussed was the sub- 
treasury bill, and it was not finally decided 
whether to push it to a vote or not, but every- 
one preserit agreed to push some measure which 
would provide for the government to lend 
money to thefarmer. If notonthe products of 
his farm, on hig land. The p'an which met 
with most favor was for the government 
to pay off mortgages on farms, where they are 
now mortgaged to companies or individuals, 
and take in return mortgages on the same at 
one per cent interest per annum, also for the 
government to lend money toa farmer when 
the application is made at one per cent, the 
government taking a mortgage for the same 
on the lands of the farmer. The majorit¥ of 
these present thought this would, periynps, be 
a better plan to relieve the farmer than the 
sub-treasury scheme. However, another meet- 
ing will soon be had, when some plan will be 
decided upon, and a bill formulated and in- 
troduced into congress. 

The mecting will perhaps be held next 
Tuesday. night. President Polk, of the Na- 
tional alliance, is to go before the senate com- 
mittee on agricultpre on Tuesday to argue in 
favor of the sub-treasury bill. He claims that 
there are forty-three members of the house 
who will support the measnre, 

JUSTICE LAMAR’S DECISION. 

Justice Lamar is commended on all sides 
for his dissenting opinions.in the Nagle case 
yesterday. The opinion of justice Miller goes 
along way in reaching out for new jurisdic- 
tion for the federal courts, and is regarded by 
many of the best lawyers as unsound and asa 
bad and dangerous precedent. In Justice La- 
matr’s dissenting opinions it is said by the best 
lawyers here, that he clearly demon- 
Strates the correctness of his position. 
This isthe first opportunity Justice Lamar 
has had to show his perfect familiarity with 
the true theory of our government. He was 
very clear and forcible in his analysis of the 
powers of the several departments of tho goy- 
ernment, and his opinion is recognized as one 
of the ablest expositions of constitutional law 
heard from any member of that court fora 
long time. It was his greatest deliverance 
from the bench, so far, and his friends and ad- 
mirers are very proud of it. 

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

The river and harbor bill is expected to be 
reported Thursday. It has been completed, 
but its features are yet 2 committeé secret.

YHE SILVER QUESTION. 


The Committees Mect and an Agreement 
Kieeached. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The senate and 
house republican committees, on tho silver 
question were in jofut session two hours this 
morning. Very radical differences in the 
views of senators and representatives were 
disclosed by. the discussion, but an earnest pur- 
pose was shown to harmonize differences, if 
possible. One of the chief. pvints 
upon which .the .committes could not 
agree, was the . proposed increase of 
national bank circulation. . Such a propo- 
sition, it was said, could not secure a majority 
vote in the house. Finally it was decided to 
connnit the subject to a sub-cominitiee of five 
senators and five representatives who will con- 
tinue the work of hunting for 2 common 
ground upon which they can stand. 

The two sub-committees, consisting of Sena 
tors Aldrich, Allison, Jones, Sherman 
and Telicr, and Representatives Bayne, Bar? 
tine, Conger, McKiniey and McKenna, were n

found acceptance deals with the silver coinage 
only. The two principa! provision are: First. 
That the secretary of the treasury. shall be di- 
rected to purchase monthly 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver; and.second, that ‘notes issued in pay- 
ment therefor shail be redeemable in lawful 
money. A meeting of the full committee will 
probably be held to morrow morning.

SENATOR VANCE DROPS INTO POETRY 


And Describes the Theft of the Repub- 
licans —Senator -_Daniels’s Argument 


Wasninoton, April 15.—Mr. Sherman of- | 


fered a resolution, Which was agreed to, direct- 
ing the secretary of the interior to commun 
cate to the sonate the report.of Jesse Spauld- 
ing, the government director of Pacific rail- 
ways, as to the general management of such 
railways.

THE MONTANA CASE. 

The Montana election case was taken up 
and Mr. Morgan addressed the senate.  Re- 
garding himself as occupying, with his brother 
senators, the attitude of a judge, he feit con- 
strained to discard, as far as possible, the pre- 
dilections which naturaliy belonged toaman 
who-had- been in the  senateso long 2s 
ho had been, and who had _. been 
arrayed, politically, against senators .on the 
other side of: the chamber. He criticized 
and denied thé@eérrectness of one of the lead- 
ing statements in the majority report to the 
effect that in the orgaization of the Iron Hall 
house of representatives (the republican 
branch), the auditor, “‘who is. required-by the 
constitution to preside,” called the house to 
order. 

That statement, he said, was a column of 
support for the whole theory for the seating of 
the republican claimants, and he challenged 
Mr. Hoar te point to the clause in the consti- 
tution whieh warranted it 

Mr. Hoar cited the constitutional provision 
that territorial officers should continue in office 
and discharge all their functions until their 
successorajwere chosen, and then cited the law 
of the territory, making it the duty of the av- 
ditor to preside atthe opening the house 
unti! the speaker was elected. . 

Mr. Morgan argued that those facts did not 
justify the statement in the majority report, 
because in the absence of the anditor the oldest 
member of the house was to call it to order. 
Suppose, he said, asin the case in sage Wh 
the auditor was not present n the 
hall of the house of represemtatives as 
well known in Helena ‘as the senate 
chamber in Washington but thought proper 
to go elsewhero, to the Iron Hall to organize 
a political Cabal Junta, canéus. Was it not 
the duty, then, of the oldest member present 
to call the house to order? It was, therefore, 
not correct tosay, as the majority reportdid 


say, thatthe auditor “is required .by the con- } 


stitution to proside at the organization of the 
house.”’ ; 
THE PEOPLE SPEAK. 


After a long argument on this point, Mr. 


Morgan referred to the recent democratic | 


suceession in Helena and Butte as a response 
to the attempted fraud in seating the republi- 
can claimants as senators, and as proof that 
the great heart of the people was true to hon- 
esty and manhood and fair dealing. If these 
elections, he -said, had gone the other way 
there would have been to trouble ti tetetting 
the case back te the people. Now, hosup- 
posed that that was impossible. He declared 
that the state of Montana was now coming 
asking for admission as a state, “‘with all that 
filth clinging to her skirts,’’ she would be 
kicked from the threshold, and it 
would be insisted that no man 
had right to claim.a seat in the senate 
as a senator from the state of Montana unless 
he could do so on the certificate of the gov- 
ernor of that state. Certificates had to be 
signed by the governor and countersigned by 
the secretary of state. The republican claim- 
ants had not gach certificates. The democratic 
claimants had cértificates signed by the goy- 
ernor, but, unfortunately, not countersigned 
by the secretary of state. He referred to the 
lack of interest in the debate manifested on 
the republican side of the chamber, where, he 
axid, there was not an average of over three 
senators during the ten days’ debate, and sug- 
gested that it arose from the fear that 
their opinions might have been jarred by 
the argumentation. He appealed to the re- 
publican side of the chamber to let the case be 
settled on iss gpa of law and on ascertained 
facts. It would not be very long, he said, 
until the little cloud in Montana which seemed 
‘‘no bigger than a man’s hand,’”’ would sweep 
like acyclone and tear the republican party 
all to fragments.

The men ran ont of the 
house, but Gatewood. fell- and iay all night, 
dying shortly after he wasfound in the morn- 
ing. The identity of the other kuklux is un- 
known. 


FACKLER IS IN JAIL 


Because He Is Suspected of the Murder of 
His Wife. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 15.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Samuel A. Fackler died late this afternoon, at 
her house in the southern part of the city, un- 
der circumstances which point both to murder 
and suicide. 

Mrs. Facklerand her husband lived in a 
small ténement...with their five children. 
Fackler is a printer and dissipated, and the 
neighbors say has often quarrelled with his 
wife, and recently drove her out of doors with 
a knife. 

This afternoon he had been drinking hard, 
and was. quarrelsome. About dark a family 
living next. door heard a st ie in Fackler’s 
house, and gave the alarm. The police came 
and looking in the windoW saw a woman lying 
on the floor apparently dead, and Fackler sit- 
ting on alounge near by. The doors were 
locked and the officer or Fackler to open 
them, which he refused todo. The front door 
was burst in and Mrs. Fockler was found dead 
across the’ door way leading from the dining 
reom to the bed room. 

Packler was taken into custody, and the 
coroner was notified. Upon his arrival an ex- 
amination was made of thebody. There were 
no marks of evidence which would seem sufli- 
cient to have caused death, but in a dress 
pocket was a two-ounce vial two-thirds full of 
laudanum, with the a rance of the re- 
mainder having recently been emptied. Fack- 
ler said his wife threatened to kill herself, 
and then took — He did 
not know what ( 
the doors and sat down. post-mortem yet 
has been held, and it is impossibje to tell 
whether the woman drank the poison or not 
Mrs, Frockler was in frail health, and _a slight 
assault might have killed her’ Opinion is 
divided whether the case is one of suicide or 
murder.

ARRESTED UPON EACH ONE 


‘Prosecution Gaining Him Friends in tt 


Gairrin, Ga., April 15.—{Special.]—S. H. 
Phelan, of Atlanta, was brought to Grifiin this 
morning in charge of Sheriff Connell, under 
arrest for running a ‘‘bucket shop” without a 
license, he having been arrested in Atlanta 
last night under five warrants, sued out by 
different. parties who had lost money by the 
failure of the bucket shop here run by J. E. 
Canthern, who is the agent of Phelan. Mr. 
Phelan was accompanied to Griffin by Mr. 
Porter King, his Atlanta attorney. Immedi- 
ately upon arriving in Griffin they went to the 
oftice of Stewart & Daniel and employed that 
firm to assist in the defense. 

BEFORE THE COURT. 

The attorneys then went before Judge Beeks, 
before whom the warrants were issued,and the 
cases were set for 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
At that hour the courthouse was filled with 
iuterested citizens to hear the trial. Tae court 
cal'ed the first case and Judge Daniel arose 
and announced in behalf of the defendant that 
he would waivo investigation and demand an 
indictment before the grand jury. Judge 
Beeks fixed the bond at $1,000,and then an- 
nounced that there were four other cases fof a 
similar nature. Judge Daniel then moved to dis- 
miss the other cases, because they charged the 
same offenses, the only difference was that 
the charges were that he soid to one man 
corn, to ‘another meat and to another 
cotton, and also because the law required that 
if the party failed to register, that.he should 
be fined for conducting the business, and that, 
under the law, acase could not be made for 
each and every day, but that if he failed to 
register, there was but one crime committed. 
Judge Daniel cited the law covering the 
cases. He was replied to by JudgeHammond 
and Mr. Hunt, for the prosecution, and. was 
followed by Mr. King, for the defense. 

The court sustained thé first objectidn and 
overruled the second, and held that he could 
be charged for each day he continued the busi- 
ness without a license. The court then fixed 
the bond in the remaining three cases at. $1,000 
each. 

FOUR OTHER WARRANTS. 

As soon as this was done, and Mer. Phelan 
had given the bonds, signed. by himself and 
Mr. Jacob Haas and Mr. George W. Parrott, 
four other warrants were served. Judge 
Beeks fixed these bonds at $800 each, which 
were promptly given. Judge Beeks then se- 
tired from the bench, and Justice of the Peace. 
Stillwell took charge of the court, he having 

ree warrants of a similar character for 
different days. Thesame point was made te Jas- 
tice Stillwell by Judge Daniel, that the de- 
fendant had been already arrested for the 
identical charge, and had given bondina the 
sum of $5,400 for his appearance at the 
superior court, and added that it 
did seem that ‘prosecution had 
ended and persecution had begun,” and that 
the intention of the prosecution was to har- 
rass and intimidate the defendant, and that he 
hoped that the court would not be a party to 
sueh a preceeding. The court fixed the bonds 
at $460 each. 

A warrant was then issued charging Phelan 
with larceny after trust, alleging that T. J. 
Brooks, deceased, had entrusted him with 
&200 to invest for him and that the same had 
been misappropriated. This, bond was fixed 
at $1,000. 

The court then adjourned, Phelan 
having been put under about $10,000 bond. 
ADDING INDIGNITY TO PERTINACITY: 

After court adjourned, Mr. Phelan walked 
up the railroad, and when about one-fourth of 
a mile from the carshed, he was again arrested 
by Sheriff Connell and carried before Jastice 
Stilwell under two warrants, and placed under 
two bonds of $350. 

Messrs. Haas and Parrott are standing close 
to him and signing bonds as rapidly as they 
arerequited. Mr. Phelanreceived severai tele- 
grams this afternoon from wealthy and promi- 
nent citizens of Atlanta, offering tocome and 
stand for him to. any amount that might be re- 


quired.

CHARGED WITH THE MURDER OF 


DEFORES? ALGOOD. 


Zhe Jury Quickly Obtained, and Evidence 
. Emtroduced—The Developments of the 
Day—The Theory of the Trial, 


i 


Rome, Ga., Apri] 15.—[{Special.}—The old 
Floydcourt house was crowded this morning 
when the case against Dr. J. B.S. Holmes 
was taken up. No ladies were present, but 
the courthouse was packed with men and a 
large number stood outside. 

Many of the most prominent citizens of Rome 
‘were in attendance, andthe crowd looked on 

' with quiet interest, not that any new develop- 
ment was expected, but because people are 
always willing to see what is going to turn up. 

| ‘THE TRIAL OPENED. 

The opening of the trial proceeded in the usual 
form, except that reading of the indictment 
was waived, and the case went on with much 
more dispatch than was expected, it was 
generally supposed that on account of the pro- 
found impression made upon the cOmmunity 
by the lamentable tragedy that it would be 
hard to find a man who could § answer 
to all the requirements of a juror, 
and that several hundred names 
might have to passed before 
a jury could be secured. On the contrary, the 
box was filled by 10:40. The composition of 
the jury is as follows:

The jury is considerably above the average 
in inte!ligence, including some of the most 
substantial farmers of the county and several 
business men of Rome and Cave Spring. 

The state at once went into the case with 
the testimony of Mr. E. A. Cooper, the pro- 
prietor of the Armstrong hotel, who was 
standing at the front entrance of the building, 
about thirty yards from Dr. Holmes’s office 
when the tragedy occurred. His testimony 
was to the effect that he heard the two shots 
fired by Holmes, and that they were four or 
five secondsapart. Heranupand Dr. Holmes 
handed him the gun. 

THE JURY SENT OUT. 

The defense asked if Dr. Holmes did not 
take dinnerin the ordinary ofthe hotel the 
day before. 

To this question the state objected, and 
pending the argument on this question, the 
jury was sent outofthe room. While the 
Jawyers were arguing the question, the court 
adjourned till 2 o’clock. Dr. Holmes went 
alown the street accompanied by several 
friends, and the spectators went their several 
ways until 2 o’clock. 

THE TESTIMONY RESUMED. 

The afternoon was devoted by the state to 
testimony covering the period between Mr. 
Algood’s arrival on the Trion train at 7:10, 
and the moment when Mr. Wood lefthim with 
Hugh Parks, ten minutes before the tragedy. 
In these forty minutes he went to the Arm- 
strong hotel, registered, went to a room on the 
second floor, where he received stationery, and 
then went down stairs to the baggage room, 
where he made some memorandum on a 
ecratch pad, putitin his pocket and went to 
Dr. Holmes’s office. The testimony this after- 
noon leaves him the ten minutes before the 
tragedy, talking with Hugh Parks. The story 
is taken up by another as the carriage drives 
up, and the shot is fired. Other witnesses tell 
what happened later. This interval of ten 
minutes before the tragedy, has been left open 
for tomorrow, when Mr. Parks will be intro- 
duced to tell what occurred in those pregnant 
moments. Thatinterval has been measured 
in footsteps, by one Mr. 
the witness, who left Mr. Al- 
good talking with Parks, and walked 
three-quarters ofa mile to the Buena Vista 
house, passing the closed carriage of Dr. 
Holmes on the way. When he got in front of 
the Buena Vista he heard the first shot. Here 
again he measures time by footsteps. 

This time it was the brief and tragic interval 
between the first shot which disfigured, and 
the second which killed, and five paces were 
the measure. These terrible moments were 
measured in curious ways. The hotel clerk 
was tieketing a man’s name on the room board 
at the first shot, and, as he turned to see 
another man register, the second rang out. 
Still another man was walking, and took ten 
steps between the shots. 

The afternoon work of the state was a study. 
F<rst they introduced Mr. J. W. Rounsaville, 
who testified that he saw two men at the door 
of Dr. Holmes’s office when the carriage 
drove up, one of whom _ stepped 
down from the door to the pavement, 
tarning towards Broad street a step or two; 
that he heard a shot and a wail—a sound that 
he could not describe, but could never forget. 
Then came another shot, and he went over to 
find Mr. Algood dead. : 

DESCRIBING THE WOUND. 

Dr. McCall was brought up to testify that 
one shot raked the right neck as if the man 
were going toward Broad street, and the other 
cut a hole as large as a silver dollar in the left 
neck, about the collar, with a smaller one just 
below. 

Then Will Rhudy, the undertaker, swore 
the same as to the location of the wounds, 
with the additional statement that the wound 
in the left neck ranged a little downward 
across the body, and that he followed it .and 
filled it with cotton. The bloody clothes were 
brought in to corroborate this statement, as the

They will 
also introduce other testimony to show threats 
made by Mr. Algood sometime prior to the 
day of his death. The case has proceeded with 
unusual dispatch today, and some of the coun- 
sel think the evidence will all bein tomorrow. 
But that does not appear probable, if the pros- 
ecution continue to spend the same amount of 
labor on the details of evidence that was de- 
voted to the testimony today. 

The trial is absorbing the interest of the com- 
munity, and is in strange contrast with the 
bunting which everywhere heralds the coming 
of the knights.

pi rivers. In the territcry south of those 
streams we have for some time had a uniform 
rate of eight mills per ton mile, but the rate 
west of the Mississippi remains twelve to six- 
teen mills per ton mile, which is almost pro- 
hibitive to the melon business. 
“To show this I give you some figures. The 
puationof towns and cities of above 5,000 
inhabitants in the spp eee « country 
is 2,500,000; and these people.would consume 
one watermelon to every forty-two persons a 
day if they could.be reached. That isa family 
of six would average one melon a week. In 


— 


the cities accessibie to melons they average 


more than that. And on this ratio the terri- 
terv west of the Mississippi would consume 
2,750 cars of melons. All it would take to 
do this would be an eight-mill rate. The rail- 
roads can and do deliver melons in good time. 
But their rate of twelve to sixteen mills is so 
far ;rohibitive that that country took only 412 
cars iast year. During the same time the 
country north of the Ohio and cast of the Mis- 
sissipp! took something over 1,600 cars with a 
rate of ten to twelve mills. Had the roads 
made the eight-mill rate, the full ratio of a 
melon to forty-two peopie would have made 
the consumption 5,750 cars in that territory. 
As it was, the rate of ten to twelve miils de- 
veloped nearly half the business, while the 
high trans-Mississippi rate of 12 to 16 mills 
only carried 412 cars there. This shows how 
sensitive freight is and how the business 
would develop beyond the rivers, especially 
beyond the Mississippiif an eight-mill rate 
had been established. 

‘There is no earthly reason why the western 
roads should not grant this rate. By refusing 
or delaying if they are standing in their own 
light. The southern reads which have 
to furnish the -cars and bear all 
the initial expenses of the business 
are content with eight mills per ton miie and 
the western roads,which have merely to couple 
on toa car and carry iton to its destination, 
could weli afford to haul the melons for the 
rate charged by the initia! roads. 

“Another point we make is that, with sat- 
isfactory guaranty of the frieght from shipper, 
the reads takes the meions tofdestination and 
collects the freight there. This would savers a 
good deal of money we lose by the rascality of 
commission merchants. For instance,I lost two 
cars of melons by a rascal in Toronto, 
Jast summer—not only the melons, but $270 
freight IL had to prepay. Mr. Forester lost two 
car loads of melons in Denver by a thief out 
there, but the freight‘in that instance was col- 
lected at the destination, and the rascal had to 
pay it before he got the melons from the road. 

‘‘Another point is that there are not enough 
towns af 5,000 inhabitants and upwards on the 
rate sheets. We want them, as they will 
largely increase consumption. Now, aman in 
a town of 5,000 people orders from a broker in 
the nearest city, say Chicago. The broker buys 
in Chicago from the commission merchants. 
The commission man gets ten per cent for 
selling and the broker gets 25 per cent ior 
buying. Then the dealer of the town makes 
his profit aid by the time it gets to the con- 
sumer the melon is too heavily loaded with 
commissions. Also on the matter of freight 
the melons are shipped from Georgia to Chi- 
cagoona through rate. Then they go by 
local rate tothe town where they are con- 
sumed, There is an additional burden of 
freighton the melon. When we get all these 
towns on the rate sheet we will ship direct, 
saving freight and commissions. 

“The meton bus'nessis drifting to this, that 
the commission merchants will come down 
here and buy melens.on the track. I sold half 
my crop that way last yearand Iam sure 25 
to 00 per cent of the whole crop was sold that 
way. 

“The melon growers encourage that policy. 
Last year we blacklisted a number of commis- 
sion merchants who had been found dishonest 
orunsatisfactory as tosaies. The result was 
they sent agontsdown here and bought mel- 
ons on the track. Now we 
propose to select one good commission mer- 
chant in each city and send all our consign- 
ments tohim. The others finding they don’t 
getany consignments will send men down 
here © buy melons on the track, and finally 
the whole business will be done that way. 
The commission men say they would prefer 

t. ‘if you don’t send any consignments 
uere,’ thev say, ‘we will have no trouble to 
Ke care of the fruit.’’’

ABOUT THE CAPITOL, 


Governor Gordon granted a pardon yester- 
day to Powell Howard, who was serving a 
fifteen-years’ sentence in the penitentiary. In 
1879, Howard, who was then a boy of eighteen 
years, waylaid an old man between Atlanta 
and East Pointand robbed him. He was 
found guilty of highway robbery, and sen- 
tenced to serve fifteen years. During the 
eleven years of his confinement, he has been 
thoroughly well behaved, and a petition signed 
by numerous court officers influenced the gov- 
ernor to sign the pardon. 

Hon. E. W. Aldred, who represented 
Pickens county in the last general assembly, 
was at the capitol yesterday. 

He said he was in Atlanta on private busi- 
ness, and was somewhat reticent about poli- 
tics. He stated, however, that he was satisfied 
with the political honors he has gained, and 
does not expect to be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion this fall. 

Governor Gordon received the official notice 
yesterday of the resignation of Judge Wel- 
born F. Clarke, the ordinary of Stewart 
county. Judge Clarke's resignation is caused 
by his determination to move to Americus and 
practice law. An election will be calied im- 
mediately by the clerk of the superior court of 
Stewart county, to elect a successor to Judge 
Ciarke. 

BURNED TO DEATH. 


A Valuable Horse Perishes in a Burning 
Stable. 


Mr. Josh Tye, the Whitehall! street butcher, 
lost a valuable horse yesterday afternoon. 

He was burned to death in the stable. 

Abour 5:30 o'clock Policeman Retway saw 
smoke rising from the center of the block be 
tween West Peters and West Mitchell, and 
Whitehall and Forsyth streets. He rang in 
the alarm from box 13, and the department 
responded promptly. 

The stables belonging to Mr. Tye were dis- 
covered to be in flames, and knowing that one 
of his horses was in a stall, Mr. Tye and others 
hurried to rescue him. While the firemen 
turned streams of water on the stable, the 
doors were burst open, and the horse was led 
as far as the door, when he became panic 
stricken, jerked loose and ran back into the 
fire, 

A HARD FIGHT ENSUED, 
but the poor animal was doomed, and his piti- 
ful struggres could be heard by those who were 
fighting the flames without. 

When the fire -was 
the charred body of the horse 
was found lying in the passage 
where he had fallen as he rushed hither and 
thither, blinded with the fire and smoke and 
frantic with pain. 

The stables were pretty badly damaged, 
though not entirely consumed. 

The loss amounted to four or five hundred 
dollars. Besides the horse Mr. Tye lost a fine 
set of harness and. a large amount of hay. 
Only a few minutes before the fire another 
horse had been removed from the stables. It 
is supposed that the fite was the result of 
somebody having thrown a cigarette stump into 
the hay or rubbish near thestable.

There are thousands of old soldiers who 
would walk many miles to see General 
Joseph E. Johnston, and the opportunity for 
doing so which will be given in Atlanta, may 
never occur again. 

Major Livingston Mims, who has just re- 
turned from Washington, stated yesterday 
that during his stay at the capital he saw 
General Johnston and talked with him con- 
cerning his coming visit to Atlanta. General 
Johnston told him that nothing but extreme 
illness would keep him away, as he was 
apxiousto meet all his old companions once 
more.

BULL M’GREGOR MAY LEARN HIS 
A FATE TODAY. 


Jadge Lumpkin FinaHy Decides Not to Re- 
epen the Case for the Admission of 
. Jack Swain’s Testimony. 


WarRRENTON, Ga., April 15.—({Special.]— 
Tomorfow will tell. the story, and before 
twenty-four hours has passed the McGregor- 
Cody trial will be at an end. 

Will it. be acquittal or will it be a mistrial? 

That is the question which is now interest- 
ing the community, and upon avhich opinidn 
is largely divided. 

ONE JUROR HANGING OUT. 

The gossip of the case is that only one juror 
isholding out against a verdict of acquittal, 
but friends of the prosecution seem confident 
that a verdict is.impossible.. Of course itis 
greatly to MeGregor’s interest to get a verdict 
now, and the defense is urging the judge to 
hold the jury as long as possible in the hope of 
forcing a verdict. They have no fear 
of a verdict of guilty, and so have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose in holding the 
jury. 

THE EVIDENCE EXCLUDED. 

This morning telegrams were received from 
Judge Twiggs and Hon. Hal Lewis. The 
former said he would be here Wednesday 
night, end Mrs. Lewis telegraphed that Mr. 
Lewis was sickin bed. Judge Lumpkin de- 
clined to wait on Judge Twiggs, and ordered 
the argu:nent on the admission cf Jack Swain’s 
new testimony to proceed. Messrs. White- 
head and Watson both argued the vital 
importance to the defendant of the newly dis- 
covered evidence, and the tact that its admis- 
sion was a matter that strongly 
commended itself to the discretion 
of the judge. Solicitor Toward and -E. P. 
Davis argued against admitting the testimony, 
delaring there w at no evidence that the threat 
by Cody that he would kill McGregor had ever 
been communicated by Swain to McGregor, 
and uniess it was, it could have had no influ- 
enee in causing McGregor to kill Cody, and 
was, therefore, not admissible. 

The judge ordered the witness, Jack Swain, 
brought before him so that he might hear from 
the witness just.what he would swear, before 
ruling to admit or exclude it. 

Mr. Whitehead stated that Swain was com- 
pletely prostrated by the excitement, and had 
been in bed under medical treatment ever since 
he had told of thisnew evidence. His physicians 
said he was unable to come to eourt, and the 
jary would have to go to his room to hear his 
testimony. The council for the state objected 
to any such a course and Judge Lumpkin said 
the witness must come to courtif the defense 
wanted to submit his testimony. 

Mr. Watsoiu said they might be able to have 
the witness brought to court on ‘a cot, and 
ponding such arrangements the judge adjourn- 
ed for dinner. 

THE JUDGE'S DECISION. 

On opening the afternoon session he said the 
presence of the witness Swain would be unnec- 
essary, a8 he had decided not to adinit his tes- 
timony. Ho then delivered the following 
logical decision on the question: 

“Swain either ~~ told 
this threat of Cody's 
would kili him, or he did not tell him. If he 
told McGregor it was not newly discovered 
evidence. If he didn’t tell him’ then 
McGregor knew nothing of it, and it did not 
influence him in killing Cody. In either 
case it was not admissible testimony.” 

This left the case where it was 1 
of the jury, and<phe~futtze had made up his 

mind todischarge them and declare a mistrial. 

Tis evining the bond of McGregor was 
fixed at six thousand dollars, and the bond 
was drawn up ready for signature. At this 
point a strong appeal was made by the defense 
to the judge to hold the jury longer, 
and . the judge * decided to hold 
them until tomorrow. McGregor believes 
the 16th of April is his mascot day. He 
says most of the important events in his life 
have occured on that day, and he has.come to 
regard it as a day of special meaning to him. 
He entered the army April 16th, was promoted 
April 16th, married April 16th, his first child 
was born April 16th, ond he believes he will 
be acquitted April 16th. 

WILL THERE BE A VERDICT? 

Opinions differ as to whether there will bo 
a verdict, or whether the dissenting juror will 
hold out and make a mistrial. It is reported 
tonight that a personal difficulty was narrowly 
avoided in the jury room, and that some very 
warm words have been passed bebepea cer- 
tain members of the jury. 

Tomorrow wiil end the suspense. 

Judge Twiggs Talks. 

Judge Twiggs was in the city yesterday, and 
in commenting on the caso, said: 

“I received a dispatch from the prosecuting 
counsel, and also fois: W. J. Norris, of War- 
renton, telling me the defense proposed to re- 
open the McGregor case and introduce evi- 
dence newly discovered, and that I must come. 
it is impossibie for me to go down before to- 
morrow, because [ am here in attendance upon 
the supreme court on an important case. I 
cannot believe that Jadge Lumpkin would re- 
open the case at this late stage, even if the 
evidence were material, but having seen the 
statement of what the evidence would be,

published in this morning’s ConstituTioy, it 
would not be admissible as an original propo- 
sition. If the threat, which is stated to be 
newly discovered evidence, was not commu- 
nicatel to Major McGregor, it would 
be illegal evidence, because it could not have 
influenced Major McGregor or haye justified 
the shooting. Ifit was communicated to M&jor 
McGreger, then it is not newly discovered 
evidence, and for that reason would be inadmis- 
sable. Soin either case the testimony, in my 
judgment, would be illegal, as an ériginal 
proposition.’’

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—The prospect for some 
relaxation to the monetary situation gave consid- 
erable encouragement to those looking for an im- 
provement in the stock market today, and the 
good feeling of yesterday was continued with the 
result of a little wider market and some further 
improvement in prices. There is, however, a large 
element which will not take part in any move- 
ment looking to an expanded speculation until a 
arrived at in Washing- 
ton, and there is a decidedly strong 
sentiment among a large portion of the 
business community against being dependent 
upon the secretary of the treasury for sufficient 
money with which to carry on trade. That the 
general feeling in financial circles has undergone 
an improvement during the past few days, there 
is no doubt, and while Alton still maintains its 
independent attitude, the expectation that the 
difficulties are close to tinal adjudication is strong, 
and today had its influence both here and in Lon- 
don. The news from Chicago was of a mixed 
character, but seemed to have but little 
effect upon speculation, which showed 
not only a broadening tendency, but 
displayed stubborn strength, very like that of a 
genuine bull market. London figures were all 
high this morning, and this was supplemented by 
buying orders from the other side, though for- 
eigners at the top figures were sellers to a limited 
extent. Shorts were disposed to cover, and made 
a strong opening, but traders resisted the upward 
movement, and in the early morning caused a 
partial set-back from the high prices of the open- 
ing, but the dernand was such that offerings were 
ail absorbed and a strong tcne imparted to 
dealings. Thero was a more even 
distribution of business done than 
usual of late, but grangers, Louisville and Nash- 
ville, Lackawana, Union Pacific and Pacific mail 
were the most prominent stocks in the dealings. 
Interest centered late in the day in coalers, all of 
which, with the exception of Reading, showed 
marked strength. Lackawana was, of course 
most conspicuous andsome selling of Reading was 
induced, undoubtedly by rumors of the severing 
of friend!y reiations with the Pennsylvania; stock 
however, was quiet and firmly held. The unlisted 
department was comparatively neg- 
lected and developed little or no 
feature of interest. Toward the _ close 
there was more selling to realize profits on ad- 
vances of the past two days and prices sagged 
off slowly, the market finally closing heavy at low 
figures, Lut with a marked firm undertone. The 
list this evening is almost invariably higher, but 
gains are confined to slight fractions in most 
cases; only Lavckawana and Jersey Central, with 
gains of one per cent each being exceptions to the 
rule. 

Among the inactive sharas, however, there were 
wider changes, and Evansville and Terre Haute 
rose 3%; Peoria, Decatur and Evansvilie 2; Dela- 
ware and IHludzon 1%, and Canadian Pacific 1%, 
from their last recorged sales.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 15.—Wheat—Trading was not 
near so active today, but the aggregate volume of 
business was quite large.
